This means that less than one-third of the Class One car­ 
riers (excluding switching and terminal roads) earned the 
dividends paid for 1922, while over two-thirds did not earn 
or did not pay dividends—but—shippers are profiting to the 
extent of over $700,000,000 per year by rate reductions made 
since January I, 1922. 


The railroads are doing their best to give good service re­ 
gardless of unsatisfactory financial returns, but they are 
not being assisted nor are you being benefited by those 
who bear false witness against the carriers.

The Constitution and the Railroads 


PREAMBLE OF THE CONSTITUTION: “We, the people of the United 
States, in order to form a more perfect union, establish justice, insure do­ 
mestic tranquillity, provide for the common defense, promote the general 
welfare and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, 
do ordain and establish this constitution for the United States of America.”

The railroads by affording a channel for the free 
flow of commerce and also an easy mode of travel fitnd personal contact 
between individuals widely separated, should, if justice is established, find 
a place of high esteem in the minds of those who receive the benefit of their 
service.
